Hankow last week. 

The report from Consul General 
Lockhart follows: 

“‘There has been no firing on foreign 
vessels since Sept. 10. The Consular 
body at Hankow had previously filed a 
protest, and Consul Jay C. Huston, at 
the direction of Consyl General Lock- 
hart, made’.oral representations on 
Sept. 10 to the commander of the Can- 
tonese forces in the Hankow area. 
General Tang, protesting the firing. 
The General agreed to issue an order 
which would forbid the firing on for- 
eign vessels in his jurisdiction.” 

All Americans and British are re- 
ported safe in the Hankow area, ac- 
cording to a report received at the 
. Navy Department today. from.Admiral 
Cc. S. Williams; commander of the 
Asiatic _ fleet aboard the flagship 
Huron. The report was relayed from

WANHSIEN FIGHTING FIERCE, 


Belated Eyewitness Stories Say the 


Chinese Suffered 5,000 Casualties.

ed, textile workers labored sixty 
hours a week, whereas they now work 
but forty-eight. In the South and 
elsewhere.in unorganized territory, he 
said they still Luffered long hours and 
that poor conditions existed.

The occasion was the forma] launch- 
ing of a national campaign to raise 
$5,000,000 within the next three years 


to enable the school to carry out its 
—— of expansion. The 

school, which is national and non-sec- 
tarian, ig at Doylestown, Pa., and of- 
fers a three-year coursé to youths in- 
terested in farming. 

“The persistent drift of farmers. to 
the city is making for an alarming sit- 
uation,” said Senator — who has 
long been identified with the agricul- 
“Agricul- 


try and a high a of men and 
womer cannot removed from the 
farms without endangering the stabil- 
ity of the nation. Obviously the only 
checkmate to this situation lies * 
teaching the city youths that by pro 
acientific training in. agriculture ; 
country may hold forth for them ad- 
vantages that the city does not offer. 
This movement works on the principle 
that there are hundreds of thousands 
in the cities who straggle from job to 
job, dependent on the fluctuations of 
trade and industry. 

“The really brilliant factor in Rint- 
ing the right way,’’ the Senator con- 
tinued, ‘‘is the National Farm School. 
This school, which for the last thirty 
years has taken city boys and educated. 
them scientifically in agriculture, in- 
tends by its expansion project to be of 
greater service to the nation by not 
only incorporating courses for women 
but also by increasing its student en- 
rolment fourfold. The unique feature” 
of the school is that it offers to city 
boys and girls between the ages of 16 
and 21 a practical intensive three-year 
course of twelve months a year in 
scientific agriculture plus a secondary 
school edtcation." 

Senator Capper spoke of the entrance 
of Samuel Vauclain, ex-Governor Wil- 
liam S. Sproul of Pennsylvania, Adam 
L. Gimbel, Abraham Erlanger and 
Manny Strauss into the expansion pro}- 
ect of the school as auguring well 
for the future stabilization of American 
'| agriculture. 

‘‘The fact that these industrial lead- 
ers are directly giving of their time

rel} musical comedy, it may never toucn 


distinction; but in general it serves. 
If serves because the thin strand of 
plot proves sufficient for the diminus 
tive Mitzi. In the first act she is a 
telephone operator. In the second she 
is the radiant companion of a young 
man .in Monte ~Carlo—but, oh, 60 
chastely. And ali the while she is 


capricious, smiling or pouting, as the 
case may be, mocki and alluring, 
always very much the individual. Her 
eloquent eyes and the swift shades of 
expression on her face convey far 
more piquaney than’ the comedy ever 
requires. To appreciate her distinction 
on the musical st@ge one has only to 
‘compare her with others practicing the 
same trade. Wherein lies the differ- 
ence? Surely not in skill or in versa- 


sonality. Without ever cajoling the 
audience with the familiar tricks’ of 
the prima donna, without ever brazen- 
ly urging them to admire her genius, 
she becomes steadily more ingratiating 
as the evening aGvances. ‘‘Naughty 
Riquette’’ serves the function of pre- 
senting her on the stage. 

Charming as she is, she is not the 
sole delight of the enjoyable evening 
provided by this sketch. For Stanley 
Lupino, as the comedian, interprets 
a Chaplinesque quality of visual 
humor in amazing abundance, Especi- 
ally in the firat act his lines give him 
scant assistance; no one could make 
much of such commonplace quips. 
But when this office boy of a telephone 
exchange blosagms.out into a bogus 
Armenian Prince the fun begins in 
earnest. Short and slender, quick on 
his feet, and rapid in the transition 
from one idea to another, Mr. Lupino 
keeps his pantomime brisk and rich. 
And when on the pretext of a regal 
uniform he acquires a thin, black 
mustache the resemblance to Chaplin 
becomes more marked than ever, One 
scene in the second act matches him 
against a brawny Armenian prize- 
fighter, famous as a native ‘‘extermi- 
nator,’’ and here we have. the old 
comic situation of frail pretender and 
vicious bully, Mr. Lupino carries 
every incident to its ultimate con- 
clusion with the thread of one idea 
binding, all the horseplay of the scene. 
Nothing is more painfully comic than 
his variations upon the theme of 
broken teeth. Fleeing the pugnacious 
pugilist, Lupino runs against a door 
jamb, and in pantomime he indicates 
that he has knocked out his teeth, 
While he ig picking them up one 
by one from the floor, sticking them 
back in ‘place, holdin them in 
his mouth with obvious difficulty and 
finally talking and whistling brokenly 
through this — arently unsteady set 
of molara and b — the audienee 
is truly convulsed. As versatile as he 
is Cockney, Mr. Lupino sings comic 
ballads and spatters his feet about in 
a dance quite as neatly. — 

The occasion for all such embroid- 
eries is a musical play with a score 
by Oscar Straus. er some strange 
reason an attractive young man, with 
a good baritone voice, insists upon fol- 
lowing a married woman to Monte 
Carlo.

It was said in«behalf of President 
Coolidge that the report of the non- 
official. commission of lawyers, edu- 
cators and Clergy’had not influenced 
the Administration to look with any 
more favor upon the recognition of the 
Soviet Government. While it is ad- 
mitted that the Soviet system has been 
of some benefit to the Russian people, 
and that something like a stable Gov- 
ernment appears to exist, the United 
| States will not recognize that Govern- 
ment until it 4s satisfied it will keep 
international agreements and obliga- 
tions. 

No report. has been received by this 
Government to: show that Russia will 
maintain international obligations, and 
so recognition is not: considered, de- 
spite the efforts of Senator Borah and

President’s Attitude Stated. | 


President Coolidge stated ‘his atti- 
tude on Russia in a. conference with

Government there that, 
in accordance with our standards, 
woyld warrant recognition, .one that

“Progress in the field of photochem- 
istry has already been stimulated: by 
its heing upon a more scientific and 
systematic basis through the applica- 
tion of the Einstein photochemical 
equivalence law. A similar. principle 
may be expected for other types of 
activation, 

“From ‘the present status of chemical 
kinetics and activation it’ seems safe 
to prodict that a new law of mass 
action will emerge. It will resemble 
the present one in having the theory 
of probability ag its basis. But terms 
involving powers corresponding to the 
number of molecules: in the stoi¢hio- 
metric formyla will largely disappear 
and be replaced by the actual concen- 
trations of the activated: forms.’* 

Explains Catalytic Reactions.

Police Misihterpret Terms. of 
Garment Injunction—All 


WRIT NAME® ONLY LEADERS 


It Was Granted When Employers 
Alteged Loyal Workers Were 
Beatén by Strikers.

-Misinterpretation by. the police of the 
terms of a temporary injunction issued 
in the Supreme Court Saturday by 
Justice Charles M. Guy resulted yes- 
terday in the arrest of 480 striking gar- 
ment workers. All save twenty, who} 
were fined $3 each for obstructing traf- 
fie} were discharged. by Magistrate 
Rosenbluth in. the Jefferson Market.

The —— evidently believed that the 
injunction applied to the strikers as a 
body, *whereas it actually named only 
the three sérikeleaders, Joseph Fish, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment . Workers’ 
Union; Morris Sigman,.President, and 
Louis “Hyman, General Manager of the 
cloak makers’ joint board. Magistrate 
Rosenbluth noted this in discharging | ° 
the majority of the prisoners. 

The garment distfict was in an up- 
roar soon after the morning mass 
picketing demonstration began. The 
police swooped down upon the strikers, 
herded them into half a dozen patrol 
vehicles and took them -to the West 
Thirtieth Street Station. — 

The entire morning session at the 
Jefferson Market Court, as well as 
most of the afternoon, was consumed 
in the arraignment. ~The courtroom 
and prison became so crowded that 100 
of the strikers were held @nder a police 
guard in West Tenth Street. 

Employers’ counsel Rebuked. 

William ‘Klein, attorney for the 
manufacturers, who. charged that the 
strikers had used ‘‘guerilla tactics,’’ 
was rebuked by Assistant District 
Attorney Wasser, who said that if such 
were the fact the industrial squad of 
the Police Depattment was :capable of: 
handiing the situation. He. denied that 
the strikers had used violence. 

The fact that Justice Guy had ‘issued 
a temporary injunction Saturday did 
not become geaerally known until after 
the: wholesale arrests. The order is 
returnable in Part I, Special Term, to- 
morrow, when argument will be made 
on a motion to make the. Anjunction 


The application for the tajunction, 
which prohibits obstruction. or inter- 
ference of any kind with members: of

“Terrific Drive to Conclude Training; 


for Tunney—lke ,O’ Neill Is 
Impressed With Champion.

‘AT TIC CITY, N. Ji, Sept. 13.— 
. With —8 days separating him from the 
_ fight in which he will defend his title, 
Jack Dempsey satisfied: a crowd of 
about 2,000 this afternoon with a fast, 
_@mappy eight-round drill in his last 
- ‘workout before the public. 
-Yomorrow Dempsey will rest, and on 
Wednesday and Thursday he will work 
only before the newspaper men. Demp- 
sey said yesterday that he would work 
out for the boxing writers on Friday, 
but this afternoon revised this plan and 
said he would rest on Friday. Then 
he will pitch into a final intensive 
training grind in which he will bar 
éven newspaper men from his camp. 
The final drive will be at a terrific 
_pace from the present indications. 
Dempsey has been saving his big spar- 
ring partners against the day which 
is almost at hand. Big Bill Tate and 
Charley Anderson, negro  heavy- 
weights, have been enjoying what 
amounts to a vacation from work, but 
now are.viewing with obvious alarm 
the closing period of training in which 
they will serve as buffers when the 
champion takes all restraint from his 
punches. For fast work Dempsey will 
have Tommy Loughran, Philadelphia 
light-heavyweight; Martin Burke, light- 
heavyweight, of New Orleans, and 
Mike Arnold, a light-heavyweight from 


‘Fort Worth, Texas. They, too,.appear 
to be in for stormy sessions. 


Devotes Drill to Speed. 


This afternoon Dempsey’s workout 
consisted of six rourzds of boxing 
against four sparring partners and two 


~ounds of bag-punching. Working prin- 
cipally for speed, he satisfied every- 
bedy in this respect, and on the few 
occasions when he cut loose in punch- 
ing outpursts the crowd and critics 
alike were impressed. 

Whe boxing opened with two rounds 
against Loughran, and for the third 
/ day the Philadelphian put the cham- 
pion through his best boxing drill. How 
good Dempsey appears and acts right 
now is illustrated in a remark from 
Loughran after the workout. 

“How can you fight or box a fellow 


like that when you’re in there with |. 


him?’? said Tommy. ‘‘You’ve got to 
think and try to protect yourself and 
fight at the same time, and it can’t 
be done. Dempsey was off a little in 
his distance and timing today, but he 
was>snapping his punches in well and 
hitting harder than he has ever hit me 
before.”’ 

In the second round, Dempsey appar- 
ently was studying some ring tactics. 
He stepped back and at long range be- 
came the target for numerous left jabs 
and right crosses to the face. On his 
toes all the time, Dempsey threw his 
head this way and that, dodged or 
ducked or suddenly leaped in with a 
left hook or right cross which gener- 
ally missed the mark. Finally Demp- 
sey saw his chance and whipped a left 
hook to the head, which sent Lough- 
ran back to the ropes in a neutral cor- 
ner. A following right was poised, but 
Dempsey didn’t let it go. 


Burke Roughly Treated. 


The champion was rougher against 
Burke in a two-round exhibition and 


as a consequence the New Orleans 
boxer left the ring with blodd stream- 
ing from his nose and mouth. The 
sight of the blood seemed to have its 
effect on Dempsey and the old in- 
stinct appeared to be aroused. Mr. 
Burke, therefore, experienced the two 
toughest rounds he has encountered. 

A round with Mike Arnold, Fort 
Worth boxer, and another with Her- 
man Auerbach, welterweight, son of 
Al Auerbach, the discoverer and first 
manager of Dempsey, closed the cham- 

jion’s drill. In these two _ rounds 

— went along with comparative 


“The crowd and critics agreed, Demp- 
sey was off in distance, or so it ap- 
peared, particularly against Lough- 
ran. It is possible that Dempsey re- 
verted to a program of studying his 
punches and his rival. Dempsey has 
made this an integral part of his 
trailing on alternate days, and may 
account for his not being so furious 
and vicious as yesterday. 


At times, though, Dempsey displayed 


gome of his viciousness and‘ it ‘was 
tough on the sparring partners. Marty 
Burke ended the first round of his two- 
round session with the champion with 
his lips bruised. 

‘“‘Hle hit the old nose one there that 
would liked to have knocked it off,” 
he said. 

Gus Wilson expressed complete sat- 
isfaction with Dempsey’s form, and 
‘with respect to the approaching fight 
paid: 

‘Dempsey has such an overwhelming 
will power that he can overcome any 
obstacle he encounters in the ring.’’ 

Loughran had more succ--s against 
. Dempsey in two rounds today than he 
did yesterday, but not quite as much 
as in their first workout Saturday. 
The Philadeiphian countered repeated- 
ly against the rushes of the cham- 
pion with accurate left jabs and right 
crosses or uppercuts as Dempsey came 
tearing in. 


Dempsey Crowds Doughran. 


After the first few exchanges of the 


opening round, Loughran threw Demp- 
sey off balance with a left hook to 
the jaw and a right cross to the face, 
but was immediately called upon to 
tect himself as the champion rushed 
— and pounded the body with 
lefts and rights. At close quarters it 
was noticeable that Loughran did not 
handle Dempsey as easily as he did last 
Saturday. The Philadelphian was too 
busy ng to stop or break some of 
the wicked jolts. Dempsey brought the 
blood from Loughran’s lips in this 
first round. 
‘Ike O’Neill, who trained Jess Willard 
at Toledo seven years ago, was a spec- 
tator and was deeply impressed with 
. the champion’s workout. 
_ -“Dempsey’s in great shape right 
pow,” said O'Neill. “I’ve bet $1,000 
against $500 on him to win simply 
-@n my knowledge of him. But after 
seeing him this afternoon I’m going to 
my bet and press it good. He 
; great and he must be all right,

Harry Wallach, the East New York 
lightweight, gained the decision over 
Tommy Cello of California last night 


‘before a large crowd at the Dexter 


Park Arena, Brooklyn. 

A rally in the final round was largely | 
responsible for Wallach’s victory. The 
East New York lad weighed 133% 
pounds and the Californian tipped the 
beam at 134%. 

Cello gained a big edivantese in the 
early rounds by the use of a right- 
hand punch which he landed effec- 
tively on Wallach’s jaw. In the later 
rounds Wallach struck Cello hard and 
perceptibly weakened him. He won 
the acclaim of the crowd with his stir- 
ring finish. 

There was not much difference be- 
tween Cello and Wallach in the open- 
ing round, which was marked by light 
sparring. Cello showed an accurate 
right hand in the second, landing it 
several times on Wallach’s jaw. 

The Californian had an edge in the 


third, again using his right to good

years. But the traditional *‘busi- 
ness panic’ had a differqnt meaning. 
It was supposed to recur only at some- 
thing like: @wenty-year intervals. Its 
distinguishing phenomena used invari- 
ably to be collapse of prices for every- 
thing, inability to get credit, pro- 
hibitive: rates for loans}: hoarding of 


currency, banking and mercantile fail-, 


ures. It was always introduced by 
overtrading, extremely ‘tight. money 
and speculative uprush of prices in’ 
the industrial as well as thé financial 
field. If, as‘it.ig not unreasonable to 


assume; 1920. was really a “panic . 


year,’ it will probably be remarked 
that the old-time conditions precedent 
were visible in the markets before 
that panic came, a8 clearly as they 
were in 1907 or, 1873. When they grew 
visible, a’ ‘year or two before those 


earlier panics, they made.correct long- 


range prediction possible. If and when 
they come into sight again, they may 
warrant prophecy. But prophets who 
value their reputation will probably 
wait for the well-known signs. —
